Locke noted that in virtually 
every elementary school in the 
Glades which houses children in 
the first through thied grades, the 
failire rate declined dramatically 
between the time the students 
took the first test on Nov. 2, 1977 
and the time they took the second 
test on April 29. 

Students in the fourth grade, 
however, actually showed an in- 
crease in the failure rate ín the 
second testing and Locke said the 
difference is that in the fourth 
grade, for the first time, the 


students are more or less on their : 


own when they take the exams. 

“During the first three grades," 
he said, “the teacher reads out the 
questions to the children, so they 
don't actually have to follow 
written instructions.” 

“In the fourth grade though,” he 
said, “the teachers hand. out the 
tests and for the first time, they 
have.to follow written instructions 
and they really don't know how to. 
‘take standardized tests. 

“It’s something like the differ- 
ence between the sixth and 
seventh grades,” Locke analyzed. 
“All through, elementary school, 
the students are led through 
everything. They stand in line to 
go to lunch. Whenever they go 
anywhere, the teachers lead them

A City water problem. may 


be unexpectedly solved 


BELLE GLADE -- The city water plant may 


have already [corrected a problem, without 
knowing it, reported this week in a United 
Press International wire service story 


concerning a cancer-causing substance 
found in the city’s water. 

' Public Works Director Don Sigmon said 
the city will immedietely begin testing to 
determine the level of trihalomethane 
(THM) in the city’s water compared to a 300 
parts per billion which appeared in a recent 
sample. 

But in a conversation with Glenn Dykes of 
the Department of Environmental Regula- 
tion in Tallahassee, who jointly commission- 
ed the study of 115 city water supplies in the 
state, suggested one method of bringing 
down the level of THM which Sigmon said 
was done Friday. 

Sigmon called Dykes during a conference 
Tuesday afternoon with City Water Plant 
Manger Ed Balmer and chemist Ibrahim 
Alava and Dykes said the city might 
consider injecting its chlorine just before the 
water enters the sand filters at the water 
treatment plant. 

“When I went over to the water plant to 
see what would be involved with making the 
change,'' Sigmon said later that afternoon, 
“I found the change had been made May 12 
but for other reasons.” 

During the conference but after the phone 
call to Dykes, Sigmon and Balmer noted the 
city had,already decided to change the place 
where the chlorine is injected into the water 
system because of an economic problem. 

Sigmon said the change had been 
authorized because too much of the chlorine 
had been evaportaing before getting into the 
water lines but he was unaware the change 
had already been made. 

Alava and Balmer had already explained 
that one way of bringing down the 
trihalomethane count would be to inject 


small amount of chlorine in g@Veral places 
instead of in one large dosé. 

Alava said the chlorine wag a critical 
factor in the control of the substance 


because THM is formed when several 
molecules of a family of elements called the 
halogens combines with a molecule of 
methane. 

Simplified, the THM, itself a family of 
chemicals rather than one substance, is 
probably caused when chlorine combines 


with organic compounds. Alava said the 
particular THM which is present is 
chloroform because the other elements 
which would combine with methane to form 
THM are either not present or won't 
combine all that easily. 

Balmer also pointed out that 300 parts per 
billion, the amount of THM found in the 
Belle Glade water system, is an extremely 
small amount, about the equivalent of less 
than a teaspoonful in a one million gallon 
tank of water. 

“One part per million," Sigmon said, ‘‘is 
the equivalent of one mouthful of food 
compared to all the mouthfuls a perso” will 
eat in a lifetime. And this 1s one three 
hundredth of that amount." 

Sigmon went on to say that while he knew 
the samples had been taken by Florida 
International University as part of a grant 
from DER and the Federal Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA), he didn't know 
until told by Dykes during the telephone call 
Tuesday what the results were. 

He said he didn't know the source of the 
wire story, which didn't give detailed 
information on the findings in any one of the 
cities tested. The wire story indicated that 
Belle Glade was one of 32 cities in the state, 
in a test of 115 cities, over which the EPA 
had expressed concern. 

Sigmon said Dykes'also informed him the 
EPA hasn't set any standards on THM in 
water as, yet. "The EPA is going to set 
standards. We know that but we don't know 
when they'll be set or what they're going to 
be. 

We don't know whether they're going to 
be 100 parts per billion, or 200, or 300, or 
500,'' Sigmon said, ‘‘but they'll probably be 
somewhere under 500 parts per billion.” 


In any case, Sigmon said, and Dykes 
pointed out in the conversation, Belle Glade 
wouldn't be found in violation by the EPA 
because the standards, when they're set, 
will only apply to cities with populations in 
excess of 75,000. 

"'But.were not going to wait, even it we're 
not effected,” he said. “We're going to go 
ahead with the tests anyhow and since we 
moved the chlorine input lines, I'm 


5 particularly interested to see how we're 


going to come out. We may already be all 
right.”

And while we aren't particularly fond of the idea of having 
garbage cans, even if they are on wheels and they all look 
alike. on the roadside two days of the week, backyard garbage 
nickup is à thing of the past. 

It's a two-pronged problem of economics and esthetics. The 

esthetics is that no mother today is going to encourage-her 
son to become a garbageman., 
* Nobody really wants a job where they have to come in direct 
contact with somebody else's coffe grounds and that leftovers 
that háve been collecting mold and aroma in a garbage can es 
anywhere up to three days. 

Nobody really wants a job hefting 80 to 90 pounds onto their 
shoulder.  dodging. obstacles such as clotheslines amd. 
ill-tempered dogs. with fringe benefits such as infection from 

garbage coming into direct contact with a’ scratch and bad 
backs.

The proposed system, if it works anything like it's 
advertised, should alleviate several facets of the problems, 
esthetically and economically. 

The garbage collectors don't come into direct contact with 
the garbage and they don't have to physically lift the weight 
of the garbage cans. That makes the job somewhat more 
attractive, aside from the fact the garbage doesn't have to be 
carried out of the backyards. 
` Economically, it should be easier to find people willing to 
do that kind of work and the system has the bonus of 
requiring fewer men to do the job. ` 

City Manager Robert Sanders told us this week he’s even 
come up with another bonus. Instead of the expected $2,600 
the experiment was going to cost the city, a bargain at the 
price, he’s beer. able to get a lower price of $1,000. 

For that kind-of money, the experiment is surely worth

New marke 
Buoys in 
Lake 


BELLE GLADE-Anglers setting 
their sights on a successful fishing 
trip will encounter a new sight 
when they visit Lake Okeechobee. 

A total of 136 new regulatory 
marker buoys have been installed 
in the lake to delineate the 
boundary for commercial net fish- 
ing. 

The buoys, whife cylinders with 
a large orange circle emblazoned 
on them, are anchored one-half 
mile apart around the lake ‘and 
indicate the one-mile boundary 
from emergent vegetation. 

Regulations ptohibit haul seines 
or trawls from operating within 
the one-mile limit 

"Installation of the bouys should 
help eliminate some of the confu- 
sion which has occurred on the 
lake," said Lothian Ager, project 
leader for the Lake Okeechobee 
research team. 

"Fishermen should become ac- 
quainted with these markers," he 
added. "They not only serve as 
sign posts fot the commercial 
fishermen but 
navigation aids for 
fishermen."
